Alums  Enlighten  Career-Oriented  Students 


Ohio  University  moved  toward  closing  The 
Generation  Gap — at  least  between  its  alumni  and 
students — this  spring  when  more  than  a  dozen 
former  students  arrived  in  Athens  to  meet  and 
talk  with  today's  students.  The  focal  point:  a 
Career  Spiiposium,  conducted  on  the  Ohio  cam- 
pus April  8-20. 

It  was  a  chance  for  alumni,  whose  infrequent 
contact  with  the  college  generation  is  too  often 
superficial,  to  find  out  what  students  are  thinking. 
At  the  same  time,  students  had  an  opportunity  to 
meet  and  visit  informally  with  people  now  serving 
in  many  capacities. 

Although  the  symposium  was  organized  pri- 
marily to  acquaint  students  with  various  career 
opportunities,  discussion  often  centered  on  timely 
issues  and  controversial  subjects. 

During  a  senior-level  seminar  on  judicial 
procedures,  alumni  and  students  became  involved

Visits  by  the  alumni  and  other  representatives 
from  business,  science,  law,  government  ser\'ice 
and  education  \vere  staggered  throughout  the  two- 
week  symposium.  Many  of  the  guests  actually  lived 
in  dormitories  and  fraternity  or  sorority  houses, 
which  made  their  stays  at  Ohio  even  more  signif- 
icant, both  for  them  and  for  the  students.  Itiner- 
aries were  planned  by  the  individual  housing  units, 
where  informal  discussion  sessions  were  scheduled 
in  the  evenings. 

Alumni  and  other  guests  had  an  opportunity 
also  to  meet  with  University  faculty  and  admin- 
istrators and  to  tour  the  campus  facilities. 

The  Career  Symposium,  originally  proposed 
by  resident  director  of  the  West  Green  residence 
hall  complex,  Jim  Moy,  was  .  co-sponsored  and 
supported  by  the  Alumni  Association  and  the  Ohio 
University  Fund,  Inc.

ADVICE    FROM    WASHINGTON 

Fellows  Tune  In 
on  Capitol  Hill

A  rugged  bus  trip  through  the  mountains  was 
not  entirely  without  event  for  19  Ohio  University 
Fellows  headed  for  a  career  symposium  in  the 
nation's  capital  late  in  March.  Just  outside  Wash- 
ington the  bus  broke  down.  The  untimely  inci- 
dent was  overshadowed,  however,  by  two  days 
of  provocative  dialogue  with  youthful  aspirants  to 
government  work. 

Emphasis  during  the  seminars  was  on  career 
and  internship  opportunities  in  government  agen- 
cies open   to   the  Ohio  Fellows  after  graduation. 

Friday's  schedule  included  talks  with  Michi- 
gan Congressman  Don  Reigle's  legislative  assis- 
tants, Illinois  Congressman  Thomas  Railsback, 
.Assistant  Secretary  of  State  for  Congressional  Re- 
lations William  Macomber  and  William  Welch, 
s])ecial  assistant  to  Vice  President  Humphrey.  The 
talks,  representing  the  views  of  different  branches, 
provided  the  Fellows  with  a  basis  of  contending 
and  varied  appraisals  of  major  issues,  including 
Vietnam. 

At  a  noon  luncheon,  the  executi\e  director  of 
the  White  House  Fellows,  Tom  Carr,  introduced 
young  men  and  women  already  involved  in  the 
program.  In  addition  to  discussing  their  previous 
work  and  study  experiences,  the  White  House 
Fellows  answered  questions  about  their  work  in 
go\emmcnt  asjencies,  which  ranged  from  the  Post 
Office  Department  to  the  Defense  Department. 

Activities  of  the  first  day  ended  at  an  after- 
noon meeting  with  four  management  interns  from 
the  Department  of  Labor.  A£rain.  the  group  en- 
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Ohio  Fellow  Diane  Morrison  talks  with  HEW 
employee  Hal  Lyon,  former  assistant  to  President 
Alien,  during  informal  career  seminar.  Similar 
meetings  gave  Fellows  an  opportunity  to  question 
young  interns  from  all  three  government  branches. 

countered  youthful  representatives  who  outhned 
special  employment  programs  initiated  during  the 
year,  shared  their  experiences  and  initial  reactions 
to  government  employment,  and  encouraged  the 
Fellows  to  seek  participation  in  the  intern  pro- 
grams offered  in  the  capital. 

Interest  focused  on  "How  Young  People 
Make  Government  Work"  when  the  students  par- 
ticipated in  a  panel  discussion  Saturday  morning. 
Panel  members  from  the  Post  Office  Department, 
and  NASA,  the  Defense  Department,  HEW  and 
the  Labor  Department  acquainted  the  Fellows 
with  their  backgrounds  and  individual  job  re- 
sponsibilities. Questions  dealt  with  advancement, 
level  and  responsibility  of  positions  for  the  en- 
trants. HEW  representative  Hal  Lyon,  a  former 
assistant  to  President  Alden,  related  his  attempts 
at  a  special  project  to  improve  attitudes  and  work- 
ing relations  among  government  employees. 

Saturday  afternoon  the  Fellows  toured  the 
White  House  and  attended  discussions  with  As- 
sistant Presidential  Press  Secretaiy  Tom  Johnson 
and  two  of  his  aides. 

.\  wine  and  cheese  party  later  that  evening 
offered  the  group  an  opportunity  to  talk  informal- 
ly with  young  men  and  women  from  government 
agencies  who  presented  a  candid  picture  of  Wash- 
ington life. 

"Each  Fellow  returned  to  Athens  with  valu- 
able insights,"  one  remarked,  "some  with  the  desire 
to  pursue  government  internships  and  agency  work 
after  graduation."

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STUDENT    FEES  The    Ohio 

Board  of  Regents  on  April  19  re- 
jected, at  least  until  the  fall,  a  pro- 
posal submitted  by  Ohio  University's 
Board  of  Trustees  to  allow  the  Uni- 
versity to  increase  its  student  com- 
prehensive  registration   fees  by  $30. 

Uni\ersity  President  Vernon  R. 
Alden  first  announced  the  proposed 
fee  increase  at  a  meeting  of  the 
faculty  March  28.  He  called  the 
proposed  increase  necessary  to  off- 
set loss  in  state  funds  if  projected 
enrollment  estimates  fell  short  due 
to  the  recent  changes  in  the  draft 
laNV.  The  increase  would  also  be 
used  to  expand  the  library  budget 
and  to  finance  the  critical  needs 
of  rapidly  growing  departments  in 
the  University. 

Ohio  ranks  45th  among  the  states 
in  the  per-capita  spending  of  tax 
funds  to  operate  state-assisted  col- 
leges and  universities,  according  to 
a  recent  issue  of  The  Chronicle  of 
Higher  Education.  Ohio's  $14.39 
per-capita  spending  ranks  just  below 
Missi.ssi])pi,  j>ist  ahead  of  South 
Carolina,  and  considerably  behind 
the  State  of  Washington,  the  nation's 
leader,  which  spends  $44.37  per 
capita   for  public   higher  education. 

NEGRO  WEEK  Floyd  McKis- 

sick,  Dick  Gregory,  John  Wooten, 
and  Smokey  Robinson  and  the 
Miracles  were  among  the  partici- 
pants in  the  University's  first  Negro 
Histor>'  Week,  held   Feb.    11-17. 

The  events  of  the  week  were  de- 
signed to  inform  both  black  and 
white  students  and  staff  of  the  his- 
tory, heritage,  and  current  crisis  of 
the  Negro  in  America. 

McKissick,  national  chairman  of 
the  Congress  of  Racial  Equality,  and 
Gregors'.  comedian  and  civil  rights 
leader,  spoke  of  the  current  position 
of  the  Negro  in  the  U.  S.  and  pre- 
dicted many  long  hot  summers  un- 
less major  changes  are   made. 


Wooten,  a  player  with  the  Cleve- 
land Browns  football  team,  spoke 
about  the  Negro's  role  in  profes- 
sional  sports. 

Smokey  Robinson  and  the  Mira- 
cles, the  singing  group  that  first 
popularized  the  "Detroit  Sound," 
concluded  the  events  of  the  week 
with  a  two-hour  concert.

FULBRIGHTS  AWARDED  Dr. 
Norman  S.  Cohn,  associate  profes- 
sor of  botany,  and  Dr.  Edward 
Stone,  distinguished  professor  of 
English,  have  been  awarded  Ful- 
bright  grants  to  study  or  teach  in 
other   countries. 

Dr.  Cohn's  Fulbright  grant  will 
allow  him  to  conduct  research  on 
cytology  and  radiation  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Leiden  in  The  Nether- 
lands during  the  coming  academic 
year. 

Dr.    Stone    lias    been    awarded    a 
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Fulbright-Hays  lectureship  in  Amer- 
ican literature.  He  has  been  lectur- 
ing at  the  University  of  Buenos  Aires 
and  the  University  of  La  Plata,  both 
in  Argentina,  since  March.  He  will 
also  present  lectures  at  institutions 
in  other  South  American  countries 
through  August. 

Cohn  joined  the  University  fac- 
ulty in  1959.  He  holds  a  PhD  from 
Yale,  an  MS  from  the  University 
of  Kentucky,  and  a  BA  from  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Stone  has  been  a  University  fac- 
ulty member  since  1956.  He  received 
his  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees 
from  the  University  of  Texas,  and 
a  PhD  from  Duke  University. 


CHARTER    REVOKED  The 

charter  of  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  fra- 
ternity has  been  revoked  by  the 
University  Committee  for  the  Elim- 
ination of  Discrimination  in  Student 
Organizations. 

The  revocation  was  a  result  of 
"A  concerted  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  organization  to  ignore  and  per- 
petuate a  discriminatory  act  by  one 
of  its  members,  which  was  contrary 
to  the  regulations  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity, Inter-fraternity  Government, 
and  Lambda  Chi  AI]3ha  National 
Fraternity." 

The  revocation  was  based  upon 
a  discriminatory  act  which  occurred 
during  spring  quarter  rush. 


Lambda  Chi  Alpha  is  the  second 
fraternity  to  have  its  charter  re- 
voked by  the  University  in  the  past 
two  years.  The  chapter  of  Alpha 
Phi  Alpha  was  disbanded  last  year 
for  failure  to  meet  certain  Uni- 
versity standards  in  several  areas. 
During  the  same  period  two  new 
fraternities  have  been  established  on 
campus,  Phi  Gamma  Delta  and 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 

STUDENTS  NOMINATE  ROCK- 
EFELLER It  took  an  all-night 
session  to  do  it,  but  the  University 
students  participating  in  the  Mock 
Republican  Convention  held  on 
campus    April    25    and    26    finally 


Nineteen  sixty-eight's  politieal  arena  captured  the  imag- 
inations of  Ohio  University  students  who — whether 
participating  in  the  Mock  Republican  Convention  or 
campaigning  in  Indiana  for  their  favorite  Democratic 
hopeful — pressed    candidates    and    issues.    Along    with 


rallies  and  sometimes-serious  discussion,  the  amateurs 
staged  a  pre-convention  parade  which  NBC  recorded 
for  nationwide  telecast.  Political  fever  heightened  when 
former  Ohio  University  student  Paul  Newmati  arrived 
in  Athens  to  campaign  for  Senator  Eugene  McCarthy. 
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selected  New  York  Governor  Nelson 
Rockefeller  as  the  Re|)iiblican  can- 
didate for  president  and  Charles 
Percy,  U.  S.  Senator  from  Illinois, 
as  the  vice-presidential   choice. 

A  total  of  18  candidates  were 
nominated  for  the  office  of  presi- 
dent by  the  2500-phis  delegates  at 
the  convention,  but  only  three,  — 
Ohio  Clovernor  James  A.  Rhodes. 
Oregon  Senator  Mark  Hatfield,  and 
Rockefeller  —  received  votes  on  the 
third  ballot,  the  one  which  selected 
Rockefeller. 

Other  candidates  receiving  100  or 
more  votes  for  president  on  the  ear- 
lier ballots  included  California  Gov- 
ernor Ronald  Reagan.  Massachusetts 
Senator  Edward  Brooke,  Florida 
Governor  Claude  Kirk.  Tennessee 
Senator  Howard  Baker,  former  Vice 
President  Richard  Nixon  and  New 
York  Mayor  John  Lindsay. 

Choosing  a  vice  president  was 
easier — Percy  won  on  the  first  bal- 
lot at  about  8  a.m.  His  only  oppo- 
sition came  from  Brooke,  Kirk  and 
Reagan.

BASIC    CHEMISTRY: 


Three  Months  or  One  Week? 


Master)-  of  material,  whether  it 
takes  a  week  or  three  months,  will 
be  the  only  criterion  for  passing  a 
newly  organized  basic  chemistry 
course  at  the  University. 

Beginning  in  the  fall,  students 
may  enroll  in  the  one-exam  experi- 
mental course  that  requires  no  at- 
tendance and  no  graded  assign- 
ments. Course  grade  will  be  what- 
ever students  earn  on  a  compre- 
hensive examination,  one  which  may 
be  taken  repeatedly  with  only  the 
last  grade  recorded. 

The  philosophy  behind  the  new 
course  places  the  responsibility  for 
learning  basic  chemistry  on  the  stu- 
dent. He  will  get  help,  as  much  as 
he  needs,  but  it  will  be  up  to  him 
to  be  his  own  taskmaster. 

Any  student  in  the  flexible  new- 
course,  described  as  "student-paced 
learning,"  may  take  the  final  exam- 
ination at  any  time.  The  bright, 
well-prepared  student  may  finish 
the  course  within  the  first  month 
and  thereafter  have  more  time  free 
for  remaining  courses.  Other  stu- 
dents may  take  the  full  tenn  for  the 
chemistry-  course  and  obtain  as 
much  help  as  they  need. 

Advantages  of  the  course  are 
considered  to  be  as  great  for  the 
instructor  as  for  the  students.  Under 
the  new  plan  there  will  be  a  stead- 
ily decreasing  number  of  students 
in  the  course.  An  instructor  will  not 
have  to  be  concerned  about  the 
better  students  becoming  bored,  and 
more  and  more  time  will  be  avail- 
able for  tutoring  the  slower  students. 
There  will  also  be  fewer  papers  to 
grade. 

The  new  course  was  proposed  by 
Dr.  Jesse  H.  Day,  professor  of  chem- 
isti-v-  and  associate  dean  of  the 
College  of  .-Xrts  and  Sciences,  and 
Dr.  Clifford  C.  Houk,  assistant  pro- 


fessor of  chemistry.  The  two  in- 
structors won  financial  backing  for 
the  development  of  the  course  from 
the   Esso   Educational   Foundation. 

The  basic  design  of  the  course 
hinges  on  a  detailed  outline  of  what 
a  student  must  know,  or  be  able  to 
do,  in  order  to  pass  the  course.  The 
course  outline  plus  a  varied  set  or 
programmed  materials  will  be 
coupled  with  the  traditional  text- 
book and  lecture  approach.  Even 
here  the  student  vsill  make  the  de- 
cision as  to  what  lectures  he  attends 
by  consulting  a  calendar  listing  of 
lecture  topics. 

For  the  student  who  needs  con- 
centrated work  in  a  particular  area, 
the  course  offers  several  opportuni- 
ties. Tutorial  help  will  be  offered 
through  a  course  office  staffed  20 
hours  a  week  either  by  the  instructor 
or  chemistry  graduate  students. 

In  addition,  a  course  library,  com- 
plete with  a  study  room,  will  offer 
several  kinds  of  relevant  self-study 
materials,  programmed  texts,  and 
reference  books  and  joinnals.  Tapes 
of  all  lectures  will  be  kept  for  stu- 
dents who  wisii  to  hear  a  particular 
lecture. 

A  final  examination  for  the 
course  will  be  offered  the  first  week 
of  the  quarter  and  approximately 
every  three  weeks  thereafter.  If  an 
individual  student  is  discontent  with 
the  grade  he  receives  on  his  first 
attempt  at  the  examination,  he  can 
continue  studying  and  take  a  later 
examination.  No  record  will  be  re- 
tained of  his  earlier  attempts.  All 
examinations  will  be  of  approxi- 
mately equal  difficulty.  The  final 
examination  will  include  one  essay 
cjuestion  to  be  written  on  any  topic 
the  student  chooses.  Essay  topics 
may  be  chosen  from  the  curriculum 
or  independent  study.

Vou  can  depend  on  three  things 
around  Athens  in  the  spring — un- 
predictable weather  and  outstand- 
ing teams  coached  by  Bob  Wren  in 
baseball  and  Kermit  Blosser  in  golf. 

Wren  is  the  dean  of  Mid-Ameri- 
can Conference  baseball  coaches 
and  is  recognized  nationally  for  his 
past  efforts.  Blosser  is  aiming  for  his 
15th  MAC  title  in  18  years. 

Everyone  was  taking  Bob  Wren's 
diamond  crew  for  granted  at  the 
season's  halfway  point,  with  a  spiffy 
13-4  record,  the  Mid- American  Con- 
ference lead  and  a  seven-game  win- 
ning streak.  From  all  indications, 
Ohio  and  Western  Michigan  would 
once  again  battle  to  the  last  week- 
end for  the  conference  title  and  a 
berth  in  the  NCAA  District  Four 
playoffs. 

But  this  year's  baseball  squad 
does  not  seem  to  have  the  overall 
strength  of  past  teams.  "Our  pitch- 
ing has  not  come  around  the  way 
it  should,"  said  Wren,  pointing  out 
that  he  is  without  an  established 
starter  for  the  first  time  since  1959. 
At  one  point  in  the  season,  he  used 
four  different  pitchers  in  each  of 
eight  games.  Junior  righthanders 
Bob  Morgan  of  Findlay  and  John 
Morlan  of  Columbus  won  eight  of 
nine  decisions  through  the  first  half 
of  the  season  while  junior  first  base- 
man Mike  Murphy  from  Dayton 
broke  the  school  record  collecting 
hits  in    16  straight  games. 

Murphy  and  junior  shortstop  Rich 
McKinney  from  Troy,  an  All-Star 
in  the  MAC  and  the  NCAA  District 
Four  last  year,  are  expected  to  sup- 
ply the  main  batting  punch  in 
Ohio's  stretch  drive. 

The  Bobcats,  hitting  a  record  .329 
as  a  team,  played  some  games  that 


caused  Wren  plenty  of  anxious 
moments.  Following  a  21-16  loss  to 
Northern  Illinois,  Ohio  beat  the 
Huskies  in  their  second  encounter 
14-0,  and  recorded  victories  over 
Bowling  Green  (14-7,  19-12),  Tole- 
do (12-7,  9-7— both  11  innings), 
and  Dayton    (3-2). 

Blosser's  golf  team  hit  the  mid- 
way point  with  a  sizzling  15-3  rec- 
ord and  1 1  straight  wins  after  a 
successful  southern  trip  over  spring 
vacation  that  included  a  second 
place  finish  in  the  Red  Fox  Invita- 
tional. 

Except  for  MAC  co-medalist  Ter- 
ry Beard,  Blosser's  entire  team  has 
returned  from  last  year — the  team 
that  won  the  conference  title  by 
two  strokes.  Jim  Nordstrom  of  Ash- 
land and  Hal  Ward  of  Franklin 
lead  the  Bobcats  with  75.9  and  76.8 
averages  and  Ludwig  Schenck  of 
Berea  has  compiled  a  6-1  dual 
match  record. 

Blosser  has  a  great  amount  of 
depth  on  the  team  and  once  the 
championship  matches  roll  around 
he  will  have  to  choose  the  top  six 
from  as  many  as  nine  or  ten  players 
with  almost  equal  ability. 

Ohio's  track  and  tennis  teams  are 
sharing  in  the  limelight  this  spring. 

Track  coach  Stan  Huntsman,  the 
mentor  of  numerous  "national  class" 
individuals  in  the  past,  has  come  up 
with  a  squad  that  could  challenge 
Western  Michigan  and  Miami  for 
the  conference  title  with  depth  in 
several  field  events.  Don  Fish  in  the 
javelin,  Dennis  Larabee  in  the  ham- 
mer throw,  Ron  Hungarter  in  the 
discus,  and  long  triple-jumper  Jerry 
Boswell  are  Ohio's  front  line  per- 
formers. Boswell  won  the  highly 
competitive  Central  Collegiate   long 


triple-jump    title    last    year    with    a 
24'  9/2"  leap. 

Ohio  is  equally  strong  in  the  run- 
ning events.  The  Bobcat  440-yard 
relay  foursome  of  Ail-Americans 
Emmett  Taylor,  Roger  Hosier,  Dick 
Fulmer  and  Ben  Smith  that  finish- 
ed fourth  in  the  NCAA  finals  last 
year  established  a  new  all-time  Ohio 
collegiate  record  in  the  880-yard  re- 
lay this  spring  (1:25.3). 

At  the  Drake  University  Relays, 
Ohio's  top  relay  team  achieved  a 
victory  with  a  1:23.7  in  the  880 
yard  relay  that  broke  the  record  set 
in  1959  by  Texas.  In  the  mile  relay 
the  next  afternoon  they  finished 
third  with  3:08.1.  Both  of  these 
times  were  new  all-time  Ohio  col- 
legiate marks.  Taylor  ran  the  an- 
chor leg,  coming  in  with  a  19.8  220 
split  and  a  45.1  440  split. 

Taylor  is  also  a  strong  individual 
threat  in  the  sprints.  He  entered  the 
1968  Olympic  year  as  the  ninth- 
ranked  quarter-miler  in  the  world. 

The  Ohio  thinclads  showed  their 
power  in  the  first  outdoor  meet  of 
the  season,  beating  arch  rival  Miami 
in  Oxford  82i/2-80'/2,  for  the  first 
win   over  the  Redskins  in  32  years. 

The  success  of  tennis  coach  Car- 
roll Widdoes  was  an  even  bigger 
surprise.  You  have  to  go  back  to 
1960  to  find  Ohio's  last  winning 
season  in  tennis  (6-3).  But  this  year 
the  Bobcat  netters  returned  from 
their  southern  trip  3-5  and  then 
proceeded  to  compile  a  five-meet 
winning  streak  to  enter  the  home 
stretch  with  an  8-5-1  ledger. 

"I  think  we're  on  the  right  track 
now,  we're  attracting  better  tennis 
players,"  says  Widdoes.  "Our  tennis 
program  has  been  a  personal  chal- 
lenge to  me.  It  keeps  me  going 
strong,"  he  added. 

Powering  Ohio's  tennis  upswing 
are  junior  Steve  Modell  of  Adelphi, 
Md.,  sophomores  Lee  Adams  of 
Corsicana,  Tex.,  and  Jerry  Strait 
of  Elyria,  and  senior  Jon  Burley  of 
Sarnia,  Ont.

In  1946  Del  S.  Harder,  of  the 
Ford  Motor  Company,  was  discus- 
sing plans  for  a  new  plant.  At  that 
time  he  said:  "Let's  have  more 
mechanical  handling  between  the 
transfer  machines,  more  of  that 
automatic  business.  Give  us  some 
more  of  that  .  .  .  that  .  .  .  auto- 
mation.'' Thus  was  first  coined  the 
word  automation.  Since  that  time, 
each  of  us  probably  uses  the  word 
daily  and  are  in  contact  with  some 
form  of  automation  continuously. 
It  makes  our  lives 
more  j^leasant,  in- 
creases our  pro- 
ducti\ity  as  well 
as  our  leisure,  and 
at  times  pro\ides 
us  with  o\ersized 
headaches  when 
"that  crazy  ma- 
chine" doesn't 
work. 

I  think  we  all  agree,  however,  our 
lives  would  be  far  more  complicated 
if  it  were  not  for  those  "crazy 
machines"  and  for  the  many  bene- 
fits they  provide  us. 

In  an  effort  to  better  serve  you 
.  .  .  the  alumni  ...  to  keep  you 
better   informed   on    the    happenings 


at  Ohio  University  and  to  do  this 
more  quickly  and  more  efficiently, 
we  ha\e  taken  the  plunge.  Starting 
last  January,  we  began  converting 
our  present  card  records  to  com- 
puter tape  and  plan  to  have  all  our 
present  information  computerized 
by  September.  However,  we  hope 
we  don't  experience  that  old  story 
of  the  boss  telling  his  employee:  "It 
should  be  a  great  satisfaction  to 
you,  Mr.  Simkins,  to  know  that  it 
is  costing  us  $250,000  to  replace  you 
with  a  computer." 

At  the  present  time,  we  maintain 
records  of  approximately  42,000 
alumni  of  Ohio  and  during  the  next 
ten  years,  we  expect  that  number  to 
go  to  about  80,000.  So  it  is  im- 
portant we  begin  now  to  cope  \vith 
this  anticipated  increase.  Present 
methods  now  are  for  the  most  part 
manual,  and  this  slows  our  mailings 
and  our  response  to  your  inquiries. 
Changes  in  address  alone  average 
about  200  per  week.  It  has  been 
impractical  and  costly  to  continue 
our  present  method,  and  as  your 
numbers  increase,  we  must  systema- 
tize whereby  maintenance,  record 
keeping,  reporting  and  mailing  can 
be    accomplished    by   a   more    rapid
